Dominion — to  the  end  that  they  might  adopt  all  features  that  were  good,  cut  out  all 
that  were  bad,  and  put  in  their  place  such  organizations  and  methods  as  were  up  to 
date,  without  overlapping  each  other.  It  might  be  that  legislation  would  be  necessary 
to  bring  this  about. 

It  was  not  necessary  for  him  in  a  gathering  of  that  kind  to  refer  to  the  necessity 
tal  statistics.
